COIfSULS AND COMAIERCIAL AGENTS or THE UNITED STATES. 



{Consuls of the United States, generally-so called, are, in effect, 
Agents for Commerce and Seamen ; which latter denomina- 
tion, for particular reasons, is given to some of this class of 
public officers. They receive no yearly salaries ; and their 
. compensation is derived from the fees which are allowed by 
law. The amount of these fees depends, of course, upon the

any formal recognition ; and, in «ome instances, from the 
jealousy of colonial policy, they have not been permitted to 
exercise them at all. In their public capacity, Consi^ls and 
Agents for Commerce and' Seamen, are principally occupied 
in verifying, in different forms, the legality of the trade of 
the United States with foreign nations, and in relieving and 
sending home American seamen, who, by accident or misfor- 
tune, are left destitute within the jurisdiction of their several 
consulates and agencies.]

TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 

[The €»ffice of Secretary of the Treasury was created'by^Act of 
the 2nd of September, 1789. He supierintends all the fiecai 
coBcef ns of the government^ aii4y upon his own refpoanbility, 
recommends to Congress measuies for improving the condi- 
tion of the revenue. He holds his office at the will' of the 
President; is, by usage, a member of the Cabinet: and) ex*. 
officio, one of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund. By 
an act of CongrebS, of the 15th of May,. 1820, the Treasuiy 
Department has been invested with extraordinary powers foe 
the recovery of public moneys not accounted fbr or withheld 
by offioef 8' receiving them prior to such moneys being paid 
into the Treasury. Warrants of distress, m the nature of 
executions upon judgments, are authorized upon certificates 
of balances from the first ComptroUer^ against principals and 
sureties in default ; and the judges of the United States are^ 
by the' same law, clothed with extensive chancery juristic- 
tion, with a view of ameliorating any'utidue severity to indi- 
viduals, which may possibly occur* uudet the warrants in 
question. Accounts of the government are finally settled kt 
the Treasury Department ; for which purpose it is divided 
into the office of the Secretary, (who superintends the whole, 
but who is not, therefore, absolute^ with respect to the power 
of adjusting claims or of paying money;) into two Comp- 
trollers, five Auditors, a Register, and a T^reasarer. The 
Aodkore o f t h e p abli c- •ceowiie-ate empaweced.to administer 
oaths or affirmations to witnesses in any case in which they 
may deem it ' n^c^ssary for the due examifiation of the ac- 
counts with which, they aie charged. Besides the disburse- 

V inent. of moneys for the great objects of government, there ate 
couiiogent funds appropriated yearly by Confess. These

[The Register of the Treasury keeps all accounts of the re- 
ceipts and expenditures of the public money, and of jail debts 
due to or fromthe United States; be keeps the District Tonnage 
Accouiits of the United States; ^^ receives from the Com- 
tcoUers the accounts which have been finally adjusted, and, 
with their vouchers and certificates, preserves them ; he re- 
cords all warrants for the receipt or payment of moneys at 
the Treasury, certifies the same thereon, and transmits tq 
the Secretary of the Treasury copies of the certificates of 
balances of accounts adjusted. By an Act of the 10th of Fe- 
bruary, 1820, it is made the duty of the Register of the Trea- 
sury to prepare Statistical Accounts of the Commerce of the 
United States, to be laid before the Congress. These accounts 
are made up from the quarterly returns of the Collectors of 
'the Customs, and exhibit, in a very accurate manner, the

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MILITARY ACADEMY. 

[Th« Military Academy consists of the corps of Engioeera^ of 
one Professor and Assistant Professor of Natural and £xf)«Ki- 
mental Philosophy, one Professor and Assistant Professor of 
Mathematics, one Professor and Assistant Professor of the A;,t 
of Engineering in all its branches^ a Chaplain and ProCrssor of 
Ethics, a Teacher of Drawing, a Surgeon and a Sword Master. 
The Cadets are limited to two hundred and 5fcy io number : 
They may be attached, at the discretion of the President of the 
United States, as students to the Military Academy, and ber 
come subject to its regulations: They are arranged inlo coin- 
papies of non-commissioned officers and privates, for the purposes 
of military instruction : there are four musicians to each com* 
pany; and the corps is trained and taught all the duties of a 
private, non-commissioned officer, and oOicer; is encamped at 
least three months of each year, and instructed in all the duties 
incident to a regular camp. Candidates for Cadets must not be 
under fourteen, nor above twenty-one years of age ; and each 
Cadet, previously to bis appointmeDt by the President, must be 
versed in reading, writing, and arithmetic, and must sign arti- 
cles, with the consent of his parent or guardian, tberel)y 
engaging to serve Ave years, unless sooner discharged. The 
pay of a Cadet is sixteen dollars per month and two rations ppir 
day. When any Cadet has received a regular degree from the 
Academic Staff, after going through all the classes, he is cDn« 
sidered as among the candidates for a commission in any corps, 
according to the duties be may be judged competent to perform ; 
and if there is not, at the time, a vacancy in such corps, he may 
be attached to it at the discretion of the President, by brevet of 
the lowest grade, until a vacancy shall happen. The Military 
Academy is seated at West Pointy in the State of New-Yi>rk, 
on the river iJudson.]

INDIAN TRADE AND INDIAN AFFAIRS. 

£The act of the 7th of August, 1789, enjoins on the Secretary of 
War to execute such duties relative to Indian Affairs as may 
be confided to him $ and, under this authority, he superintends 
the negotiation of Indian Treaties, and other matters con^ 
nected with Indian Agencies aod Trade, which, from the ne- 
cessary association between tlie subjection and civilisation 
of the aborigines, within tiie territorial limits of the United 
States, intermingle /themselves with the Military Establish- 
ment. Trade with the Indians is regulated by the act of the 
2d of March, 1811) which, however, is limited in its duration 
to the ^ of June, 1822; when it will expire, unless renewed 
by an act of the first session of the l7th Congress. The 
whole system is conducted by a superintendent, factors, and 
agents, and agents for Indian Affairs ; all of whom are ap- 
pointed according to tlie act oT thei 16th of April, 1818, and 
are obFiged to give bond with securities for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties. The pecuniary accountability of 
this branch of the public service is to the Treasury Depart- 
ment, through the Fifth Auditor.]

[The Jvdicial power of the United States is vested in one S^r 
preme Court, «iiad in such inferior Courts as Congress^ Aem 
, time to timi), estahiish. The present judicial estabJistvsieiit 
 of the United Stales^ consists of a Supreme Court, of tw^a^- 
eight Distriict, Courts, and eeren Circuit Courts ; whicb are 
thus organised ; the Supreme Court is copiposed of one C^ipf 
Justice and six-Asseeiatft Justices, who hold a Court ii| ibe 
. ^ity of Washiugton aiOHially : besides which, each of. liwse 
. Justices atteiids io a certain Circuit, comprising two jor mofO 
. Districts, appropriated to each, and, together wiU^ the, Judg/i 
. of the District^ compose a Circuit Court, which is holdQn in 
each District of the Circuit* The District Courts are ht^h^, 
respectively, by the District Judge alone. Appeals ax^Kl* 
lowed from the District to the Circuit Courts, and from the 
Circuit to the Supreme Court : and, in some cases, where tht 
* lneoBvenience'of attending the Court by a Justice of the Sn-' 
preitie Court is very great, the District Courts are invested 
with Circuit Court powers. Each State is one District, ibr 
the purpose of holding District and Circuit Courtp.tJiMeiii,

The general law concerning the issuing of Patents, piovideo 
for citizens only ; but a subsequent one provides also for aliens 
who have resided two years, or upwards, in the United States, 

In applying for a patent it is necessary to observe eVery legal 
form. The following is the mode of application. 

Every inventor, be/pre he presents his petifkMi, shall pay into tiio 
• Treasury of the United States, thirty doUar^s, [inspe oie, or notes 
of the bank of the United States,] for which he will be furnished 
wUh duplicate receipts, one of which he shall present to Ihe Sec* 
retary of State, when he presents his petition , and the money 
thus paid shall be in fuU for the sundry services to be pef formed 
in the office of the Seeretai^ of State, consequent to such petition. 
This petition imist be addressed to the Secretaiy of State^ and 
BVay be in tltt follftwingj^ or a similar stjie i

The specification must be accompanied by a good drawing, 
in perspective, of the whole machine, or apparatus, where the 
nature of the case admits of drawings ; or with specimens of

-of a composition of matter. And such inTCntoT shall, moreover^ 
deliver a model of this machine, provided the Secretary Shall 
deem such model to be necessary. It is requisite in giving a 
drawing of the machine, to give also sectional drawings of the 
interior when the machine is complex; and every drawing 
should be accompanied with explanatory references. If the 
machine be complex, a model will likewise be necessary, Dot 
only to explain and render it comprehensible to a cOmaM>n ca« 
pacity, but also to prevent infringements of rights. 

The drawings ought not to exceed a quarto size, and if con- 
fined to octavo, they would be still better, where It can be done 
conveniently and distinctly. 

The papers must all be directed to the superinteindent of the 
Patent Office, under covei^ fo the Secretary of State, which, of 
course, renders them free of postage; but if models be sent, 
their freight or carriage hither must be paid, and before paclrii^ 
them, the name or names of the inventor or inventors should be 
written thereon, with the name of the machine, and the date. 

The Congress, being impressed with a high sense of the value 
of the inventions of our citiiiens^ have purchased an elegant and 
extensive builrting, wherein preparations are made for the ac*> 
commudation of a very numerous collection of the macbinee il* 
iustrative of American genius ; and this mvsbvm of the ARTSy 
it is presumed, will stimulate Inventors to send models of tbt 
productions of their ingenuity in a style that will rather honour 
Than difltri^dit themselves* and our country.

traordinary degree, been extended to the inhabitants of every

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During the year, the improTements authorized by the Citji 
have more than kept pace with those of a private nature : a 
considerable number of the streets have been graduated aad gra<i 
Telled, and brick foot- ways extended in various directions : a joew 
\>ridge has been erected across the Tyber, at l4th street, w«st^ 
leading divect to the Potomac bri^e, to the Boutb5 and to the 
Kew College to the .north : the fovntain of water on K streei« 
north, is sow brought down to G street, and afforde upwards d 
4iO gallons per minute, instead of 40, as foruMvly stated, and 
has a head above Pennsylvania Avenue of, at least, 50 feet. 
The City Hall, which was commenced last year, k now conn 
pletely covered in with slate, and the windows in ; it presents 
a front of 251 feet, is 2 ttoriet big|i aft the wings, above the 
basement, and in the centre 1 story ; a part of the builHing wi^ 
be ready for the CoiporattoB oftcfers In Jtine, next. The New 
*nieaire hatiieeiriiiiisfaed, and the OM Theatre rebuilt for As* 
sembly Rooms. The New Presbyterian Mee ting-House, begun 
last year, is completed : a neat and loftysteeple has been erect- 
ed upon St. John^ Church, being the first and only one,- with*- 
intlieCity. Ground immediately west of the Ca]iitol has been 
enclosed by the Columbian Ihstnme^lbrfc BotaaitftI 6itfdenj 
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The Columbian College. 



Hxid promises to be both useful and ornamental to the City. Th 
Centre Market-House has been enlarged and improved ; but i 
not yet sufficiently spacious to accommodate the renders of mea 
and produce. West of the City-Hall an Unitarian Church bai 
been et®ct<^d. A call was made, by the House of Representa- 
tives, on the Commissioner of the Public Buildings, for a state- 
pi«nt of the unimproved property in WashingtODy with its cash 
value ; in answer to which, be states that, ^ Of the buiidiag lots, 
there remains unsold about 6,150: the reservations, together, 
contain 541 acres, 1 rood and 29 perches, or 23,584,845 square 
feet, equal to 4479 1-2 standard lots.'' And he estimates the 
value at 1,733,310 dollars. 

In the vicinity of the City, several handsome country-houses 
have been erected. The Columbian College, adjoioing the 
City, on a commanding eminence, is now finished, and rea- 
dy fur the reception of students : there have also been built tom 
handsome dwellings, for the Professors, with the necessary out- 
houses for the establishment.

THE FLORIDAS. 

[The Treaty ceding the Floridas to the TTnited States, of the 
2Siid of February, 1819, having been ratified by the king of 
Spain, with the consent of the Cortes, on the 24'th of October, 
1820, and the ratification accepted by the President of the 
United States, by and with the ad'vice and consent oftixe Se« 
nate, on the 22nd of February, 1821, Congress enacted a 
law, on the 3rd of March, 1821, for carrying it into ezeco- 
Hon. In virtue of this law, the President proceeded to 
organize a government in these Territories, and gave to Gea. 
Andrew Jackson three Commissions, to wit : 1. As Commis- 
sioner, to receive possession of the Floridas : 2. As Governor 
of the whole Territories taken possession of: 3. As Commis- 
sioner vested with special and extraordiaary powers, conform- 
ably to the stipulations of the Treaty, and to the Act of Con- 
gress for carrying tne same into execution. Some delay arose 
on the part of the Captain General of Cuba, in furnishing 
the necessary orders to the Spanish Governors at Pensacola 
and St. Augustine ; but the Provinces were finally surrender- 
ed, within the time limited by the Treaty^East Florida on the 
loth, and West Florida on the 17th of July, 1821. Gover- 
nor Jackson remained a sufficient length of time at Pensacola 
to organise a temporary territorial government in both. Ob 
the 13th of November, 1821, however, be resigned his com- 

 'mission ; which reuguation having been accepted, the execu- 
tive Op^rnments are now in the hands of George Walton, 
the Secretary for West, and Williara D. G. Worthington, the 
Seesetary for East, Florida. A bill has been reported ia the 
House of Representatives, for the establishment of a regular 
territorial system, which, some time iu the year 1823, wiU
